the ſame Frenche kyng to ſende into this lande of Jrelande an 
arinye, foz the taking of the ſame land out of our ſaid ſoueraigne 
loꝛdes poſſeſſion, and notwithſtanding that his trayterous en- 
tent, woulde not take effect, by reaſon of a peace that then imme- 
Diatly was concluded betwirt our ſaide ſoueraigne lozd and the 
Frenche kyng, he ſent vnto themperour,p2ouoking and intiſing 
him to ſende an armpye into this ſaide lande foꝛ the purpoſe afoze 
ſaide, Dur ſoueraigne lozd the kyng hauinge pꝛune intelligence 
therof, willed ſecretly the ſaide Earle of Kildare,then being his 
graces deputie ot his ſaide lande of Jreland,to appꝛehende and 
take the ſaide James Earle of Deſmonde. The ſame Earle of 
Kyldarefalſlye and-trayterouſly , admoniſhed the ſaide James 
therof, willing him to come to no place where he the ſame Earle 
of Kyldare ſhould he oz haue any power vppon him. Ind beyng 
of this and dyuers otherioffences , remitted pardoned by our 
ſaide ſoueraigne 102d the kyng,afterwarde,ſoiourning at New- 
ington in the countye of Middieſer within the Realme of En- 
. wided & commended his donghe 
of our ouerat to unde 0 
ter Slice fitz Geralde? 1 to the 4 of Slane, torepaire 
into this the kings lande of J e, and in his name to will all 
his bꝛethꝛen O Neple,D Conoꝛꝭ and all other his frendes, ſer- 
uantes and alies, to ſeuieʒ erttt, ſlirre and reare warre agaynſte 
our ſaide ſoueraigne loꝛdes deputie and ſubiectes,falſlyand trai 
terouſiye againſt his duitie of aegeance, whiche ſhee accompli- 
ſhed accoꝛdingly, by occaſion wherof the perſons afoꝛe named, 
falſely and traiterouſly made inſurrection againſt our ſaide ſo⸗ 
ueraigne loꝛde ⁊ his deputie, by inuaſion a burning, killing, mur⸗ 
dꝛing & robbing his true obedient ſubiects, not deſiſting fro the 
ſame their trapterous actes, vntill they were by koꝛte repꝛeſſed 
by the puiſaunce power of our ſaid ſoueraigne lozde, And not- 
withſtanding his ou of mercyand pitie remitted & pardoned 
the ſaide Earle of Kyldare that his traiterous conſpiracies and 
offences, the ſame Earle the xxiiii. pere of our ſaide ſoueraigne 
loꝛd, falſiy and trayterouſly, contrarye to the lawes a ſtatutes 
of this land of Jrelande a his allegeante, not onely permitted a 
ſuffred D Neple the kynges Jriſh enemy to inuade and deſtroy 
the countye of Uriell within the ſaide lande, without anye reſif- 
tance made therin by him ſelfe being the kynges deputie, hauing 
the gouernance, cuſtodie and charge of the ſame , oz anyeother 
foꝛ hin, but hauing his bꝛother ſyꝛ John in company with 5 Cid 
O Keyle/ by his commaundement,to ſuccour # guyde, aide and 
conduct the ſaide O Neple in that his trayteroule enterpꝛiſe, but 
alſo in his owne pꝛoper perſon inuaded the county of 2 
ere 
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there burning and deſtroying the fame, ryfelynge and robbinge 
the kynges ſubiectes,aſwell there, as at the fap2e of Triſtelder- 
mot,crying hauocke vppon the kinges ſubiettes whiche thither 
were reſoꝛted, cauſed them in his owne pzeſence to bee ſpoyled a 
robbed of their goods, and dyners of them murdꝛed moſte cru- 
elly and trayterouſiye . Our ſaide ſoueraigne loꝛde hauyng no; 
tice of this and other hys treaſons,haynous offences, mnrders 
and ertoztions by him committed,and wylling the refozmation 
of the ſaide lande and the reliefe and comfozte of his ſubiectes 
there, addzeſſed his moſte graciousletters to the ſaide Carle of 
Kyldare then being deputie,lieutenant of his ſaid land,comaun- 
ding him by the ſame to repay2e to his highnes pzeſence into his 
realme of England, leuyng fuch a perſon koꝛ the furniture of hys 
realme and gouernance of the ſaid land in his abſence foꝛ whoſe 
doings he would anſwere, That notwithſtandyng at his ſayde 
departure into Englad, he admitted t inſtituted in his place foz 
the gouernante ok the kynges ſaide lande a ſubiectes as vicede- 
putie, not only his ſonne & heire named Thomas fitz Geralde, 
but alſo contrary to the k expꝛeſſe commaundement,decla- 
red vnto the ſaid Carle by John Alen maſter of the Roles, a one 
of the kynges moſte honozable counſaile, in the pꝛeſence of the 
Biſhop of Mieth and the 1 — of ſaint Johns Jheruſalem in 
Ireland, he conueyed out of the kynges caſtell of Dublyn al his 
graces gunnes, powder, ſhott, bowes, arrowes, caltrops, billes, 
t all other the kynges artillerie and munitions of warre, garny⸗ 
ching and furniſhing his owne caſtelles and foztreſſes wyth the 
ſame, and deliuering parte therofto wilde Jriſhe men beyng the 
kynges moꝛtall enemyes. After whole departure into England 
he at his thither compng percepuing vpon the manifeſtation of 
is offences, that the kynges maieſtie entended to remoue hym 
om the gouernance ok the ſaid land ſuch perſons as were kno- 
wen to be chief of counſail with the ſaid Earle, vnder him had 
not only the gouernance ok his ſaid ſonne, ſeruaunts # people, v 
the cuſtodie ot his ſubſtance # goods, but alſo ot all his landes, 
manoꝛs, caſtels a gariſons,aſwell counſailed the ſaide Thomas 
fitz Gerald to rebell againſt our ſaid ſoueraigne loꝛde as fo the 
maintenance ot him therin, deliuered vnto him the ſaide Earles 
goods, ſubſtance, manoꝛs, landes, caſtels & gariſons togethers 
wyth the kynges ſaid ozdnaunce and artillerie. noherupon the 
ſaide Thomas fitz Gerald immediatly being aſſiſted a ayded by 
his fathers bꝛethern, kinſmen, ſeruants, æ folowers, falſip a trai- 
terouſly rebelled againſt our ſaide ſoueraigne lozd, refuſinge & 
diſobeying all comaundementes ok his grace #his counſaile co- 
cluded and determined molt cruelly to murder, put to death, and 
trile all thoſe that were reſiant within the lande beinge —— 
in 
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wythin the realme of Englande, and to conquere and take the 
ſame from the poſſeſſion of our ſaide ſoueraigne loꝛde and hys 
heires, reuyling his grace with moſte ſhamefull and deteſtable 
infamies, and foꝛ thaccompiyſhement of his trayterous purpoſe, 
dyd ſende his letters addꝛeſſed aſwell to the Biſhopp of Rome, 
as the Emperour by one Cale in Gtauyll, otherwiſe called 
Charles Raynolde archedeacon of Kelles, foꝛ to haue their aide 
agaynſte our ſaide ſoueraigne loꝛde and his heires, foz the win⸗ 
nynge of the ſaide lande of Jrelande aut of their poſſeſſion, and 
he to hold the ſame of them foꝛ euer. And among other his moſt 
deteſtable abhominations, he pzocured and commaunded John 
Teling, and Nicholas Maffer of Dublyne peomen, ſeruauntes 
to the ſaide Earle of Ryldare, to appꝛehende and take the moſte 
reuerende father in god, John Alen, archebyſhoppe of Dublyn 
and pꝛimate of Jrelande, and one of the kynges moſtehonoza- 
ble counſayle, aud him to keepe in pziſon at Tartayne wythin 
thecountye of Dublyn, and the ſaide Thomas fitz Geralde, the 
xxviii.daye of Julye in the xxvi. pere of the raigne of our ſayde 
foueraigne loꝛde kynge Henry the eyght, acco with the 
moſt falſe diſloiall traytour James Delahide, ſyꝛ John fitz Ges 
ralde,Olyuerfitz Geralde,bzetherne to theſaide Earle and dy⸗ 
uers other of the ſame Earlesſeruauntes;cauſed the ſame arch- 
biſhoppe to be dꝛawen out ofhys bedd and bꝛought befoze him; 
And the ſame archebyſhopp,kneelynginhis ſhirtebare footed @ 
bart headed befoze hym, ofhymmercye, immediatelye 
without any reſpite, moſte ſhametuliye and trayteroufiye mur. 
dꝛed and kylled out of hande, and alfocauſed the ſaide archeby- 
ſhoppes ſeruauntes , and as manye other Englyſhemen as hee 
coulde fynde wythin the lande, to bee murdzed, And after thys 
accompanyed wyth the ſayde James Delahyde > 
counſayllour to hym in all hys Doinges, John Delahyde, Ed⸗ 
watde fitz Gerald, ſyꝛ Rychard Wallh parſon of Loughſewdie, 
John Burnell ot Balgriffen, Edwarde Rowkes, James Field 
of Luſtze, and other of the ſayd Earle of Kyldares counſailours 
ſeruauntes , alies, and dyuers others his fautours and adhe- 
rentes, too long heere to be expꝛeſſed, wyth weapons inuaſyue 
after the maner of warre arrayed, and wyth banners diſplayed, 
faiſlye and traiterouſſye inuaded the kynges dominion, encam- 
pynge them ſelues within the ſame, there robbing, ryflyng, mur⸗ 
dꝛinge and deſtroyinge dyuers the kynges ſubtectes,conſtrap- 
nyng all men to giue an othe of obedyence vnto hym and to take 
his parte againſt the kynge and his heires in his ſaide falſe tray 
terous and diſloyall purpoſe and intentes, and not herewyth 
contented, but accompanied with O eile, dyuers Stottes, the 
perſons afoꝛeſaide and many others inuaded, bzent — 
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the landes of the Earle of Oſloꝛie, and the loꝛde Butteler hys 
ſonne, and of others theynges ſubiectes within the countze of 
Kilkenny, murdꝛed dyuers ofthe kynges ſubiects there kor that 
the ſaide Earle and his ſonne tooke the kynges parte agatnſte 
him, who offered vnto them to deuyde and geue to themhaife þ 
lande of Jrelande, to refuſe the kyng, truſting by ſuche his cruell 
perſecutions,to conſtraine them to enclyne to his purpoſe. And 
further, amongeſt other his moſte falſe traiterous actes, accom- 
panted with O Conoz, William Bathe of Dullatdeſton ; Chat- 
ſtopher Euſtate of Ballycutlane, and dyuets others, beſirged 
the kynges ctitie a caſtell of Dublyn, intending to take the ſume 
out ofthe kynges poſſeſſion and to murder thekynges ſudietts

fallrand tre run dyuers others de loaghraret tu bee expaeſſed,

of Englande the thizde daye of Nouember,the xxi.yere 

of the raigne of our moſte dꝛead ſoueraigne loꝛde kyng 
Yenrye the eyght kynge of Englande and of Fraunce, defendoz . 
of the fayth,lozde of Jrelande,and ſupzeme heade in earth of the 
churche of Englande, and from thence adiourned to Meſtmyn⸗ 
ſter, and by dyuers pꝛorogations there holden and continued. 
Jt was and is enacted emongeſt other thinges in manner and 
fourme as followeth, Foz as muche as it ys moſte neceſſarye, 
both foꝛ common policie # duitye of ſubiects aboue all thinges, 
to pꝛohibite, pꝛouyde, reſtrayne and extincte all maner of ſhame-

his wife, in all ther traditoꝛs purpoſes, and in aſmuch as diuerſe

Oꝛ aſmuche as by marxage, alterage a foſtring ofthe kin 
ſubiects of this his land of Ireland, with his graces Jrylhe 
rebelles, great lacke of obedicnce hath growen tohishygh- 
neſſe # his moſte noble pzogenitozs , of their people within this 
land, by the ſame dyucrs enozmities,miſchtefes, & inconuenit- 
tes hath enſued & tome to his ſaid louinge ſubiectes, from tyme 
to tyme, foꝛ the moze parte, during theſe two hundzedyeres, as 
euidentiy to euery of the kinges ſubtectes of this his lande foꝛ þ 
tyme being, hauing knowledge oz pzactiſe playnly did and doth 
apeate. And though in the tyme of the kinges moſt noble pzoge- 
nitoꝛs, the ſame miſchiefes and inconueniences which folowed

thother part: and if the tare be vnder fower pound, and not vn- 
der koꝛty ſhillings, then the ſaide taxe ſhall bee deuided into thꝛee 
partes, as is atoꝛeſaide, whereof the kings highnes, his heires 
and ſucceſſoꝛs ſhall haue two partes, whereof abating thzee ſhil- 
lings fower pence, whiche ſhalbe to the ſaide clarke ofthe Chaũ⸗ 
cery,foz ſubſcribing, entitlinge,andenrolling the ſayde diſpenſa- 
tions, licences, faculties, reſcripts, and other waitings afozeſaid, 
and reteyuing ot the kinges money ſo taxed, and tharchbiſhoppe 
and his officers ſhall haue the thirde — third part ſhall 
de deuided into — — whereof tharchbiſhop ſhal haue the 
one intierly to himſelfe,his ſcribe and commiſſarye thother parte 
thereof egally to be deuided amongſt them foz theire coſtes and 

paynes in that behalfe, and if the tare be vnder foꝛtye ſhillinges, 
and not vnder xxvi. 8. viii.d.the ſame tare ſhall bee deuyded into 


two partes, whereof thone parte ſhalbee vnto your grace, your 


heires & ſucceſſoꝛs, deducting therof fozthe clarke of the Chaun- 
cery,two ſhillings foꝛ his paynes,as is afozeſaide, and the other 
rte ſhalbe to the archebiſhop and his officers, which other part 
ſhalve denided into two parts, wherof the archebiſhop ſhal haue 
thone, and his commiſſary and ſcribe ſhall haue thother, egallye 
deuided amongſt them.

And thoſe perſons that ſo 
haue retouered the ſaide mandurs, by the courſe of the commen 
lawe, had not remedy, noꝛ may haue, to tompell the fermour re ·

the number of fiftie hozſemen,wher after a few dyſſembled gra- 
tulatoꝛie woꝛdes vſed betwirxt them they fel toquaſfing # dzyn- 
kynge of wyne. This Agnes Jlyes ſonne all inflamed wyth ma- 
Iyce and deſire of reuenge foz the deathe of hys father and vncle, 
beganne to miniſter quarellinge talke to Oneile whoe toke the 
ſame verye hote , and after ſome repꝛochefull wozdes paſte be⸗ 
twirt them, the ſaide Gilaſpycke demaunded of the Secretoꝛpe 
whether he had bꝛuted abꝛoade that the Ladye his Junt, wyfe 
vnto James m̃ Conyll, did offer to come out of Scotlande into 
Ireland to marry with Oneil, the Secretoꝛie affirmed him ſelf 
to be the aucthoz of that tepoꝛte, ſaide with all that if his _ 
ers 
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weare Queene of Scotlande ſhee myghte be well contented to 
matche her ſeife wyth Oneyle, thother wyth that gaue hym the 
Ive and ſayde that the Ladye hys Aunt was a woman of that 
honeſtye and reputacyon as woulde not take hym that was the 
betrayer and murderer ol her woꝛthy huſbande,Oneile geuinge 
eare to the talke,beganne to maynteyn his Secretozies quarel, 
and thereupon Gilaſpicke withdzewe him ſelfe oute of the tente 
and came abꝛode amongſt his men, who fozthwyth rayſed afray 
and fell to killing of Oneiles men, and the Scots as people thur- 
ſtie of Oneyles bloud,foz requiting the laughter of their maſter 
and kinſfolke,aſſembled together in a thong and thꝛuſt into the 
tent where the ſaide Oneile was, and there with their laughter 
ſwoꝛdes hewed hym to peces , ewe hys ſecretozie and all thoſe 
that weare wyth hym except a very few which eſcaped by their 
hoxles. Alexander Oge after thys boucherye handlinge of thys 
truell tyꝛaunte cauſed his mangled carcas to be caried to an olde 
ruinous churche neere vnto the campe, where foꝛ lacke of a bet; 
ter ſhzoude hee was wꝛapte in a Kernes olde ſhurte, and there 
myſerablye interred, a fyt ende foz ſuche a begynnyng, and a fu⸗ 
neral pompe conuenient foz ſo great a defacer of gods Temples, 
and a withſtander of his pzinces lawes and regall aucthozytye, 
And after being fowerdates in earth, was taken vp by william 
Pierſe and his head ſundꝛed from his bodye was bꝛought vnto 
the ſaide loꝛde deputye to Dꝛogheda the xxi. daye of June in the 
pere of dur loꝛde god a thouſande fiue hundꝛed thꝛeeſcoꝛe and ſe⸗ 
uen, and from thence caried vnto the Cytie of Dublin, wheare it 
was bodied with a ſtake, and ſtandeth on the toppe of your ma⸗ 


ieſtyes caſtell ot Dublyn, Thus in ſhoꝛte ſpace beyond the expec- 
tacion ot man was thys vnnatural, odpous and arrauntrebell, 


namynge him ſeife ſometyme kynge of Ulſter and kinge ol al the 
Irylhrye of thys realme, and ſometyme theire patrone, pzotectoz 
and defendour , by the myghtie hand of god bꝛought to confuſy- 
on and delivered into thandes of his competitoꝛs foꝛ the landes 
and poſſeſſpons of your maieſtie and of youre true and faythefull 
ſubiects of thys realme. And nowe moſte deare ſoueraygne La- 
dye, leaſt that anye man whyche lyſt not to ſeeke and learne the 
truethe,myghte bee ledde eytherofhys owne fantaſtycall ima- 
gynacyon oꝛ by the ſpniſter ſuggeſtyon of others to thynke that 
the ſtrene oꝛ lyne of the Oneyles ſhoulde oz oughte by pꝛyoꝛytye 
of tytle to holde and poſſeſſe anye parte ot the domynion oz terri- 
toꝛies of Ulſter befoꝛe your mateſtyeyourheires and ſucceſſozs, 
wee youre rome ſayde faythefulland obedyent ſubiectes foꝛ a- 
uoydinge of all ſuche ſcruple, doubte and erronious conteite doe 
entend here(pardd firſte craued of your maieſty foꝛ our tedyous 
boldnes ) todyſcloſe vnto your hyghneſſe youre ** — 
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ſundzye ſtrong attentike titles ronneyed farre beyonde the ſaide 
lynage of the Oneyles and all other of the Iriſhrie to the digni- 
tie, ſtate, title and poſſeſſidn of this your realme of Ireland. And 
therefoꝛe it may lytze your molt excellent maieſtie to bee aduerti⸗ 
ſed, that the auncient C hꝛonitles of this realme wꝛitten both in 
the latin, Engliſhe and Jriſhe tongues; alledge ſundꝛy auncient 
titles for the kinges of Englande to this lande ol Jreland, And 
firſt that at the beginning akoꝛe the tomming ol Jriſhemen into 
the ſaide lande, they weredwelling ina pzoutnce of Spaine, the 
which is called Biſt an, whereof Bayon was a member, and the 
chieke titie. Ind that at the ſaide Itiſhmens comming into Jre- 
lande, one kyng Gurmonde, ſonne to the noble king Belin king 
of greate Bꝛitayne, which no w is called Englande, was loꝛd ol 
Bayon,as manye of his ſucceſſours were to the tyme ot kynge 
Henrye the ſecond, firſt conquerour of this realine, and therfoze 
je Jriſhe men ſhoulde be the king of Englande his people, and 
relande his lande. An other title is, that at the ſame tyme that 
Jriſhme came out of Biſtape as exiled perſons in ſirtie ſhippes, 
they met with the ſaide kinge Gurmonde vpon the Sea, at the 
yles of O2cades then commingfrom Denmarke with great vic- 
tozie, their captaines called Yiberus and Hermon, went to thys 
king, and him tolde the cauſe of their comming out of Bilcaye, 
him pꝛaied w great inſtaunte that he woulde graunt vnto them 
that they might inhabite ſome lande in the weſte, The kynge at 
the laſte by aduiſe ofhis tounſell graunted them Jrelande to in- 
habite, and aſſigned vnto them guydes foꝛ the ſea to bzing them 
thither. And therfo2e they ſhoulde and ought to be the kynge of 
Englandes men, Another tytle is, as the cleark Geraldus Cam- 
brenſis waiteth at large the hiſtoꝛy of the conqueſt of Jrelande, 
by kyng Henry the ſeconde pour famouſe pzogenitoz, Dow Det- 
mot 1 Moꝛche pzince of Leyniſter, whiche is the tirſte parte of 
Jrelande beinge a tyꝛauut o2 tyꝛauntes, baniſhed, went ouerthe 
ſea into Noꝛmandye in the partes of Fraunce to the ſaide kynge 
Henrye, and him beſely beſought of ſuccour whiche he obtained 
and therup6 became liege man to the ſaide king Henry, though 
which he bꝛought power of Englyſhmen into the lande, and ma⸗ 
ried his daughter named Eve at Waterfozde, to ſyꝛ Rychatde 
fitz Gilbert Carle of Stranguil in Wales,and to him graunted 
the reuerſion of Leyniſter with the ſaide Eve his doughter, 
And after that the (aide Earle graunted to the ſaid king Henry 
the citie of Dublin, with certeine cantredes of landes nerte to 
Dublin, and all the hauen townes of Leyniſter to haue the reſte 


to him in quiet with his graces fauour. An other tytle is that in 


the yere of our lozde god 1162. the afozeſaide king Henry landed 
at the citie of Waterkoꝛde — of Ireland, a — 
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tame to him Dermett king of Cozke, whiche is of the nacion of 
the m Carties,and ot his owne pꝛoper will became liege, tribu- 
tozie foz him and his kingdome , and vpon that made his othe 
and gaue his hoſtages to the binge: Then the kynge roade to 
Caſſhell i and there came to hym Donalde kyng of Lymerike, 
whiche is of the nation ol the O Bꝛenes, and became hys liege 
as thother did. Then came to him Donalde king of Oſſoꝛie, in 
Shaghlin kynge ol Ophalye and all the pꝛinces of the ſouthe of 
Irelande, and became his liege men as afozeſaide , Then went 
the ſaide king Henrye to Dublin, and there came to him O Ker⸗ 
vill king of Uriell, O Roweke king of Dethe, and Rothozicke 
king of all Jriſhemen ofthe lande, and of Connaght with all the 
p:inces, and men ot value of the lande, and became liege ſub- 
iects, and tributaries by greate othes foꝛ them, their kingdomes 
and lozdeſhippes to the ſaide kinge Henrye, and that of theire 
owne good willes, as it ſhoulde ſeeme foꝛ that the Chronicles 
make no mencion of anye warre oꝛ chiualrye done by the ſayde 
kinge, all that tyme that hee was in Jrelande, And in the yeare 
of our loꝛde god athowſande, a hundꝛed, koure ſcoꝛe and fine, he 
gaue the lande of Jrelande to hys yongeſt ſonne John by name 
about whiche time the ſaide John came in perſon into Jrelande, 
and helde the ſame lande. Another title is, that all the clergie ot 
this realme aſſembled at Ardmaghe at the time of the conqueſt 
vpon y cõminge ouer of Engliſh men our fozefathers, and there 
it was decreed and deemed by them, that thzoughe the ſynne of 
the people of the lande by the ſentence of god the miſchiefe of the 
congueſte them bekell. Another tytle is, that at the firſte com- 
minge and beeing ot kinge Rycharde the ſecounde in Jrelande, 
at the citie of Dublin, and other places of the lande, there came 
vnto hym with theire owne good willes, O Neple capitayne 
of the Jriſhemen of Ulſter, O Bꝛeene of Thomonde, O Con- 
noꝛ of Conaghte, Arthuremac Moꝛchye capitaine of Jryſhe- - 
men in Leyniſter, and all capitaynes of Jriſhemen of Jre- 
lande, and became liege men to the ſayde kynge Rycharde, and 
to him dyd homage and fealtie,and foz the moe greater ſuertie 
bounde them ſelues in greate ſummes of money by dyuers in- 
ſtrumentes in caſe they did not truelye keepe and holde theire 
allegiaunce in the fourme afozeſaide, Ind therefoꝛe ſayeth thys 
clerke, that from the beginninge ol hys tyme, whyche was a⸗ 
boutes a thzee hundꝛed, and fowerſcoze yeares paſt, good is the 
kynge of Englandes tytle and ryght to the lande and lozdſhipe 
of Jrelande, and wiſheth him foz ſhame to holde the ſame as a 
thinge of great pzice in deſpite of them that woulde ſaye the con⸗ 
trarye.This auctoz in a ſhoꝛte colleccion of this his hiſtozie ſaith 


that one Robert fitz Stephen was the firſte man that gg 
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wapye of Jrelande to the Earle Stranguple, the Earle to kyng 
Henry, the kyng to his ſonne John, and that greatly he is to be 
pꝛaiſed, that tirſt ſo boldly began, and greater woꝛthy ef pzayſe 
that aſter the beginning ſo noblye came to exetute the thinge ſo

Me will cozrobozate the ſame with recent matter of recoꝛde ve- 
rifying your mateſties title in generalitie to the whole realme of 
Ireland, and in perticuleritie tothe dominion and territozies of 
Ulſter. And therefoze it is to be vnderſtande that kinge Henrye 
the ſeconde the firſt conquerour of this realme ſent one John de

Engliſhe blood, as the Sauag{;Pozdans,fitz Symons,Cham- 
beriyns, Benſons, Ruſſels, Judeleys, whytes, and many others 
as pꝛopꝛiatoꝛies of large pozcions o lande hardely and valyant- 
j hitherto kept by them, although with greate perill and pouer⸗ 
tie. Which John de Cozſey died wout iſſue, after whoſe death 
the ſame countries was geeuen to Hugh de Latye, and to hys 
heires, who dyed hauing iſſue a doughter which doughter was 
maried to one Redmonde de Burgo, whiche Burgo after thzee 
e2 foure diſcents had iſſue a doughter was eſpouſed to Leonell 
duke of Clarence thirde begotten ſonne of your moſte famoulſe 
p2ogenitoz king Edwardethe third, who likewiſe quietly helde 
the ſame countrie of Ulſter duringe his lyfe in right of his ſayde 
wife, died haning iſſue Phillip his only doughter which was 
maried to Edmond Woztimer Earle 2 ö * = 
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honoꝛably enioyed the ſame countrey, which Edmonde Moꝛti⸗ 
mer had iſſue Roger Moztyner Earle of Marche, which had il⸗ 
fue Edmonde Moztimer, Anne and Elynoꝛ which Edmonde & 
Elynoꝛ dyed without iſſue. Ind the ſaide Anne was matied to 
Richarde Carle of Cambꝛidge ſonne vnto Edmond ol Langley 
duke of N oꝛke the fifte begotten ſonne ofy ſaide king Edward 
tho thirde, which Richard had iſſue the famous pꝛince Rycharde 
Plantagenet duke of Pozke , which had iſſue that noble pzynce 
king Edwarde the fourth, father to the vertuous queene Eliza- 
beth your maieſties graundmother vnited in matrimonye to the 
highe a ſage pzince king Henry the ſeuenth,your maieſties good 
and gracious graundfather,during al which time the O Neiles

tion of his falſe and trayterous attemptes agaynſte your maieſ- 
tie, your crowne and dignitie, yet haupnge regarde to hys great 
tirrannye whiche hee vſed ouer them and the myſtruſte of youre 
maieſties earneſt followyng the warre to deliuer them from hys
